Dogsiedding: 


It was the last day of the Junior’s Fur 
Rendezvous dogsled competition in Alaska. 
Hundreds of people stood in the cold near 
the finish line, waiting for the end of an 
exciting race. Then a voice called: “DOG 
TEAM! CLEAR THE TRACK!" 

A quarter of a mile down the track, a dog- 
sled broke through the edge of the forest. 
A 15-year-old “musher” raced her five 
strong Alaskan huskies through the snow- 
covered woods, around sharp corners, and 
over the melting ice of the track. Faster, 
faster, Marlena Spoonemore glided over 
the roller-coaster turns of the trail. Moments 
later, Marlena crossed the finish line to 
the loud applause of the spectators. 

The name of the game is dogsled racing. 
Dynamite’s dogged effort to cover the four 
corners of the wild world of sport led us 
to Anchorage, Alaska, to check out this fast 
and fur-ious sport! 

Riding dogsleds is nothing new in Alaska, 
where the winter temperature can go as 
low as 40 to 60 below zero in many parts 
of the state. For centuries, Alaskans have 
used their strong, graceful huskies for trans- 
portation. Even today, dogsleds are more 
popular than snowmobiles. Dogs are more 
reliable; they'll always get you home. But 
machines have a way of breaking down, 
leaving their riders stranded. 

Dynamite asked Marlena Spoonemore, 
the musher who won the Junior's five-dog 
competition, to tell us why she races sled 
dogs. ‘Because it’s fun and exciting,” she 
said. "When I first started dogsledding, | 
was really afraid. There's so much to learn, 
and its not easy controlling a bunch of 
powertul huskies. 

“When I first started running, I started 
out with only three dogs. I think what I was 
the most scared of were the dogs them- 
selves, because I didn't know them and _Aperson who races a dogsled is called a musher.

they didn't know me.” 

At first, Marlena was just practicing keep- 
ing the dogs running and holding on to 
the sled, often for dear life. “If you don't 
hold on to the sled real good,” her grand- 
father told her, ‘they'll get away from you. 
You'll be in real trouble, because those 
dogs just keep right on going, ‘and you 
might never catch up with them.” “I lost my 
team about three times,” she said, shaking 
her head. “I'd get going too fast, and then 
I'd overcompensate going around a turn. 
The dogs would flip the sled over, and me 
along with it. They'd just keep on going, 
and I'd have to walk back. After a couple 
of months I got the hang of it.” She smiled. 
‘Then I was ready for my first big race.” 

The weather, however, didn't cooperate. 
For the first time in years, winter temper- 
atures in Anchorage rose to the mid-thirties 
(above zero), which melted the ice on the 
Fur Rendezvous track. ‘The first day wasn't 
too bad,” Marlena recalled’ The second 
day the swamps overflowed, and puddles 
were really deep. Right in the middle of 
the race, my lead dog decided he didn't 
want to go any further. So I had to get off 
the sled and drag him and the other dogs 
across. Just when I was about to step out 
of the swamp, | slipped and went up to my 
neck in frozen ice-water! For a moment, I 
lost my breath. I was trying to say, ‘let's go,’ 
but the words just wouldn't come out.” 

After surviving the tough three-day, 24- 
mile race, Marlena says she'll be back 
again next year, hopefully to race in the 
seven-dog race. "Maybe someday,” she 
told us, “I can race in the Women's Cham- 
pionship, or even against men in the 
World's Championship. I guess you can 
tell, dogsled racing just got into my blood!”

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Did we Say snack? Well, actually 
popcorn was a lot of things before it 
became a snack food! Popcorn fos- 
sils have been found dating back 
80,000 years! And in the days when 
Christopher Columbus was discov- 
ering things like America, he also 
discovered that the Indians in the 
West Indies wore headdresses, 
necklaces, and corsages made of 
puffed corn. Other Indians known as 
Aztecs used popcorn in their reli- 
gious ceremonies. Mexican Indians 
carried popcorn to even higher 
heights. They actually worshipped a 
popcorn god! 

It was the American Indians who 
brought popcorn back down to 
earth. Although they didn't exactly 
worship the stuff, they liked it a lot, 
so they introduced popcorn to the 
Pilgrims. At the first Thanksgiving in 
Plymouth, popcorn was right there 
alongside the turkey. Soon the new 
settlers began putting sugar and 
cream on popcorn and eating itas a 
breakfast cereal. So, you can see 
that popcorn played a lot of bit parts 
before getting a starring role in to- 
day's snack food revue! 


Where would it pop up next? Be- 
lieve it or not, in the street! Thanks 
to popcorn, the Gay Nineties were 
even gayer. Street vendors sold pop- 
corn from their striped pushcarts. 

Thirty years later someone looked 
at popcorn and said, “You oughta 
be in pictures!” So, popcorn ap- 
peared in the movies—at the snack 
bar, that is. Today, the little kernel 
earns a big 200 million dollars in 
movie houses alone. But it’s the top 
poppers like all of us, who eat over 
383 million pounds a year, that make 
popcorn worth its salt! 

Here at Dynamite, we take our 
popcorn pretty seriously. So natu- 
rally our research took us past the 
kernel of corn and right to the King! 
Orville Redenbacher, alias the Pop- 
corn King, has spent 30 years devel- 
oping his special brand of popcorn, 
Orville Redenbacher’s Gourmet 
Popping Corn. He was glad to pop 
into our office and tell us more about 
his royal subject, popcorn. 

“There are five kinds of corn,” 
Orville crackled, “but only one type 
will pop. My life has been spent try- 
ing to grow the best popcorn pos- 


sible. That means kernels that pop 
up to 44 times their unpopped size. 
A lot of popcorn on the market only 
increases 24 times in size, and that's 
a disgrace! 

“Also, really good popcorn 
shouldn't leave you with any old 
maids,” Orville explained. What do 
old maids have to do with popcorn? 

“Old maids are those kernels that 
are left in the bottom of the pan and 
just refuse to pop. It's a term that's 
been used by popcorn growers for 
years, but lately people have been 
complaining about it. So, we're 
changing the name of those stub- 
born kernels to ‘shy guys.’ 

“You won't get shy guys,’ Orville 
went on, “if you start with good corn 
and then pop it right. An electric 
popcorn popper with a rounded bot- 
tom is the best thing to use, but you 
can get a pretty good pop from an 
electric skillet or a heavy saucepan. 
Whatever you use, though, it’s im- 
portant to have a small opening in 
the cover to let the steam out. If the 
steam stays in the pan, it soaks into 
the corn and makes it taste tough." 
Orville had some other top pop 


tips. Put the oil and just two kernels 
of corn in your popper or pan. Then 
when the kernels pop, add the rest 
of the corn. That way you'll know 
the temperature is just right. Also, 
always put the salt on last. If you salt 
first, the popcorn gets tough. 

Now that you've eaten bowls and 
bowls of the delicious snowflakes 
and are feeling like your own size 
has been increased 44 times, here's 
the good news: popcorn (without 
butter) is not fattening! A cup of 
popcorn is only 55 calories, as com- 
pared to a cup of peanuts which is 
660 calories! : 

After hearing that good news, we 
happily munched a bunch of per- 
fectly popped corn. Does it always 
come out tasting this good, we 
wanted to know? 

“Always,” Orville said. “Well, ex- 
cept for just one time when | was 
popping corn on television. | found 
out then that popcorn pops a lot 
better when the popcorn popper is 
plugged in.’ Ugh! Pretty corny, Or- 
ville, but they don't call you “The 
Popcorn King” for nothing! 
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It's the first day of school 
and the kids are giving the new 
teacher, Miss Crabtree, a hard 
time. Petey, the dog, jumps in the 
window and perches on her desk. 
One of the kids chases a mule into the 
classroom. When order is restored, Miss 
Crabtree asks questions like this: ““What is 
an acre?” "A bad tooth,” one little student 
replies. 

Corny jokes like this one are the lesson of 
the day in just one place—the Our Gang 
comedies. Our Gang isa bunch of kids with 
names like Buckwheat, Spanky, Farina, and 
Alfalfa. They were the stars of a movie series 
which was popular for over 20 years in 
theaters, and which is now shown on TV, 
where it's called The Little Rascals. 


The man who created 
Our Gang was a Hollywood 
producer named Hal Roach. 
One day in 1921 he was looking out 
the window and saw a gang of kids 
arguing about some wood they had 

taken from a lumberyard. ‘The argument 
seemed terribly important to them,” Roach 
said. ‘I watched for 15 minutes. And I got the 
idea of doing a series from the angle of kids’ 
mentality.” 

The first Our Gang comedy was shown in 
1922. It was an immediate hit and the series 
went on until 1944. In all, 221 Our Gang 
movies were made, and Hal Roach esti- 
mated that 176 different kids were used. 
Some kids appeared once or twice, others 
became regulars. The average age of the

kids was seven—most retired when they 
reached 11 or 12. As the series developed, 
the casts became larger but the basic idea 
stayed the same. The kids were supposed to 
be typical American kids, getting in and out 


of trouble. One of their favorite pranks was 


outsmarting the dogcatcher who was 
always after Petey, the dog with the ring 
around his eye. (Petey had real-life prob- 
lems, too. One of the technicians at the 
studio hated dogs and poisoned two of the 
pooches who played Petey.) 

Gang members stayed together for about 
five years. By the end of that time, they 
would be too old and a new group would 
come in. The studio would interview hun- 
dreds of hopeful kids when anew Gang was 
needed. The odds against making it were a 
thousand to one—even Shirley Temple was 
turned down. 

One of the most popular groups worked 
together in the 1930's. They were led by 
Spanky, a chubby little kid who always 
wore a beanie. Then there was Alfalfa, a 
skinny kid with a screechy voice. Alfalfa 
loved to sing to his girlfriend, Darla. When 
he did Petey would lie down and cover his 
ears with his paws. During those years, two 
black characters, Buckwheat and Farina, 
were also very popular. Today many people 
are offended by the parts that the black 
actors played. They say that the characters 
are insulting stereotypes. The problem is 
that these movies were made long ago, and 
in those days almost all blacks were shown 


in this insulting way. One thing you can say 
for the Our Gang movies, though, was 
that they did show black and white kids 
together at a time when few movies showed 
integrated friendships. 

It took about a week to film an Our Gang 
comedy. The kids worked an eight-hour day, 
and the pay started at $40 a week. George 
McFarland, who played Spanky, now says, 
“T was eight or nine years old before I real- 
ized all kids weren't in the movies.” 

Most of the Gang members did not stay in 
show business—except for Robert Blake, of 
Baretta, and Jackie Cooper, who were both 
in the Gang and are now stars. Some had a 
hard time adjusting to a life away from the 
movies. Carl Switzer, who played Alfalfa, 
drifted around and eventually became a 
bartender. He was shot to death in an argu- 
ment over $50. He was only 33. The other 
Gang kids are still alive, leading ordinary 
lives. But they can remember their very 
special childhoods when they created 
movie characters that people are still enjoy- 
ing today!

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Hey, what's happening? This is Magic 
Wanda again with some more monthly 
magic. I've got a trick this month called the 
Wandering Signature. All you need are 
three pieces of paper, a pen, a pair of quick 
hands, and, after a little practice, an 
audience. 


THE TRICK 


Cut a piece of plain white paper into three 
strips, each about two inches by six inches. 
Spread the three strips out on a table and 
ask any person from the audience to write 
his or her name on one of the strips. Take the 
strip with the name on it and place it be- 
tween the other two. The three pieces of 
paper are then rolled into a tube shape. Ask 
the spectator who signed the paper which 
strip has the name on it. Of course he or she 
will say the middle one. If you pull it off just 
right, he or she will be wrong. In fact, once 
you've got the trick down smooth, no matter 
which strip the spectator chooses, he or she 
will always be wrong. 


HOW IT’S DONE 


When you place the three strips together, 
put the one with the writing between the 
other two. Lay the papers out with the ends

uneven just like in the picture. Now start roll- 
ing the papers into a tube, beginning with 
the uneven ends closest to you. Roll the tube 
away from you like in the second picture. As 
you are nearly finished rolling the tube, 
notice that an end of one strip will pop up, 
because the papers were originally uneven. 
If you keep rolling the tube another end will 
pop up, and the more you roll more ends 
keep popping up. That's the secret! If you 
stop rolling the tube after just one end pops 
up, the name will be on the bottom sheet 
when you unroll them. If you let two ends 
pop up, the name will appear on the top 
sheet when you unroll them. Three ends will 
return the name to its original middle posi- 
tion. You can let your spectator be right once 
if you like, then stump him or her every time. 

It will take a bit of practice to be able to 
handle the papers smoothly, so you've got 
your work cut out for you. When youre 
ready to present this trick use fresh strips of 
paper. They'll stay flat longer than your 
practice strips.
